FOR MESSENGERS OF 
HEALTH

DOES FINE WORK 


CHILD WELFARE RESPONSIBLE 


Many mothers in Alberta if their 
children are not in perfect health no 
longer attribute their condition to the 
wilt of God. They ave wakened up 
to the fact thet wrong methods of 
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ined. Of this number 722 were found 
to be in perfect condition and 1,794 
suffering from minor defects, 

Years of experience on top of spe 
cial. training have made the baby 
clinic nurses expert at this work 
which is largely educational. It is 
their aim to bring about an era of 


children thus giving all a better 
chance in life. The. child welfare 
clinics’ have been held at different 
points in the~ province for the past 
six years and each year sees a great 
er demand for this branch-of the pub 
lic health work. 

‘Some local orgamization assumes 
the responsibility of arranging for 
the clinic which is held in a school or 
hall. The nurses carry their own equip 
ment and it does not take them long 
to transform the building to fit their 
needs. Where only one room is avail 
able snowy sheets are bung from a 
cord stretched across the centre of 
the room thus screening the examin 
ing nurse from the mothers waiting 
Sometimes nurses ‘travel in pairs en 


-abling them to handle the work with 


greater facility. At such times one 
nurse takes the name, age of child 
nationality of parents weighs and mea 
sures the child; then turns him’ over 
with her findings to the examining 
nurse. She in turn looks for defects 
children of pre-school age are heir 
too such as malnutrition, defective 
teeth, infected tonsils and adenoids 
fallen arches ruptures and eye trouble 
If any such exist she advises the 
mother as to,the course she should 
‘pursue this frequently involving a 
Visit ‘to the family reyncise that, | 
may correct the condition. 

Diets are discussed and it a ne | 
is the. part of wisdom the mother is 
advised as to what she should give 
the baby when and how. Breast feed 
img is urged and where this is not 
possible milk feeding. Sometimes 
mothers are having trouble with old 
er children who are not thriving on 
their diet or perhaps are “finicky” 
about their food and refuse to -eat 
what they should. Diet slips showing 
the proper foods for children of dif- 
ferent ages are given out and the 
nurse supplements this with special 
advice for the particular case. If 


“Mary refuses her glass of milk her 


mother is told how to camouflage the 
innocent ‘child making it pretty and 
tempting to the child. Most mothers 
are taking a keon interest in diets 
and many are following _ scientific 
methods of feeding and have their 
vhildren well trained in the matter 
of sleeping. 

Proper posture as a means to good 
health is stregsed by the nurse and 
if a child shows a tendency to stoop 
or walk carelessly the mother is 
shown some simple exercises which 
; will help remedy the trouble. Breath 
ing exercises to devclop the habit of 
proper breathing and sun baths for 
the general health of the’ child are 
also recommended. 

When a mother brings her child to 
the clinic it does not always mean 
that she suspects trouble. The well 
are brought as well as the doubtful 
for the mothers are as anxious to 
have the nurse confirm their belief 
that the child is in perfect health as 
they are to have her point out any
